| MIAMI (AP) - An Eastern 
Air Lines TriStar jetliner, first 
^.of the new breed of jumbo jets 
'to carry passengers to their 
deaths, has crashed into the 
swampy Everglades. It was 
ifeared that at least half of the 
f 167 persons aboard were killed. 
i Rescue workers continued to 


null survivors from the wre- 
ckage, water and muck in the 
early morning darkness, and 
the search for the living and 
the dead continued past dawn 
today. 


Eastern said at least 88 per- 


sons survived.

road, the wreckage was acces- 
sible only by helicopter, swamp 
buggies and shallow-draft air- 
boats driven by airplane pro- 
pellors. 


In Washington, a Federal 


Aviation Administration spokes- 
uiaa said the crash was:.j*e... 
first fatal accident involving a 
Boeing 747, Douglas DC10 or art 
L1011, the new generation of 
jumbo jets.

The maiden flight of the three- 
engine craft was on Nov. 16, 
1970, and Eastern put the 
planes into commercial service 
only last summer. 


Flight 401 disappeared from 


the Miami airport's air-traffic- 
control radar at 11:42 p.m.

team was dispatched to the 
scene within hours of the crash 
by the National Transportation 
Safety Board in Washington.

I/oft, who had been flying for 
Eastern since Sept. 20, 1940. Of 
the airline's some 4,000 flight 
officers, he had seniority No. 
50. 


All of the 13 crew members 


were from Miami. 


•'The pilot didn't say any- 


thing before the plane crashed, 
as far as we know," said Bill 
Woolen, Eastern's chief spokes- 
man in Miami. 


J. C. Walker, 60, of New York 


City said he crawled away 
from the plane through the 
swamp. "I never crawled to 
much before," he said. 


Walker, a passenger, said he 


was fastening his seat belt for 
landing when "I saw a flash of 
light. I don't remember an ex- 
plosion. I just remember the 
bright flash of light." 


Survivors were taken to Pai- 


ii)ctto, Mercy and Baptist hos- 
pitals in Miami. Many were 
badly hurt, and Catholic priests 
administered last rites to sev- 
eral. 


"They were all wet and mud- 


dy and smelled strongly of 
kerosene," said an attendant at 
Mercy Hospital.

Nixon orders

Nixon has ordered

night and there HE was. Gamer Ted 
Armstrong. With long sideburns, a 
modified Porter Wagoner hairdo. Slim.

If my mental recall is accurate.seeing 


Garner Ted Armstrong on television the 
other night is the only time I have ever 
seen him. But he has been one of my 
favorite radio evangelists for years. 


I used to work the swing shift at the 


Campbell Soup plant in Paris, Tex. in 
between going to college arid chasing 
girls, and the only worthwhile program I 
could pick up on "rayjo" (as we say in 
East Texas) on the way home—a long, 
lonely drive of about 26 miles—was 
Garner Ted Armstrong. Oh, I had a 
choice of a station out of Mexicali that 
featured guitar solos or James Anderson 
Riley, a preacher of the bully-boy vein 
who ordered you to send 50 cents for his 
free booklet on "10 Easy Ways to Outfox 
the Devil" or "Salvation: The Icing on 
the Cake." But I always stuck to Garner 
Ted, who was aired out of Broken Bow, 
Okla., a 30-watt station which in- 
terrupted its country-western programs 
long enough to allow a little evangelizing 
from 1 to 1:30 a.m. 


In fact, I became a Garner Ted fan, 


relishing in his straightforward 
ap- 


proach to Christianity, and his no- 
nonsense ideas on morals, mores and 
religious taboos. 


No one, not even Billy Graham, who 


relies heavily on visual contact, nor Oral 
Roberts, who has turned respectable 
since l»s hey-Ua\s in the mammoth 
••saving tent shows." Could match the 
-.•irrcp'v WIT thp ;;iru")ys that UTA 


emitted. 


I had always pictured Garner Ted as a 


roly-poly, 
slick-haired, 
bug-eyed 


evangelist, the type that leans toward 
radio contact rather than making public 
appearances. But the realization that he 
comes on strong visually only bolstered 
his image in my estimation. 


He will be in Shreveport in the near 


future and I would like to go down and 
see him. But since I neglected to travel 
the 100-odd miles down there to see 
Sonny and Cher back in October, I doubt 
that I will make a major effort to see an 
evangelist. Even if it would seem like an 
"old home week." 


Thinking about radio evangelists 


reminds me of another radio preacher. 
The occupation of the one I have in mind 
and GTA may be the same, but the 
resemblance ends there. 


This particular preacher was of the old 
'and-Ah" school, and punctuated each 
sentence with at least four "an-Ahs.'

The NBA and the law 
How many free throws for an amending violation?

SAN FRANCISCO-(NEA)-A degree in law has be 


come as important as an appraising news sense in re- 
porting professional basketball. Witness the following, an 
unexpurgated chronicle by Walter Kennedy, the com- 
missioner of the National Basketball Association, inter- 
spersed with your mundane world of sports journalism: 


"The most serious competitor to competition on the 


court is competition in the courts of law. 


"About a year and a half ago, the NBA and the Amer- 


ican Basketball Association went hand in hand to Con- 
gress, asking to bring about a merger between the two 
leagues. That legislation when introduced was exactly 
the same as the wording for the pro football merger 
except for the substitution of the word 'basketball' for 
•football.' 


The return of Rick Barry, the prodigal War- 


rior, after a five-year absence, again made the 
Golden State team the only real threat to the 
Lay Angeles Lakers in the western division of 
the NBA. 


After a series of record-breaking subcommittee hear- 


ings, seven ill all, chaired by Sen. Sam Ervin (D-N.C.i. 
the subcommittee tacked on a number of amendments 
to that original legislation which was then passed on to 
the full Senate judiciary committee. They not only ap- 
proved the amendments given ,o them by the subcom- 
mittee but tacked on OIIP or two 01 their own. 


Barry's presence took t'i>e offensive 
burden 


off Nate Thurmond, the cetera.ii center who can 
handle Jubbar and Chamberlain better than any 
man in the game but tvho also had threatened 
to letii'c the team unless it improved. 


Meanwhile, the House judiciary subcommittee had 


three days o! hearings. At the time Congress adjourned 
prior to the election, our merger bill remained on the 
flour of the Senate, having been approved by the Senate 
judiciary committee, and was still in the House subcom- 
mittee. The bill in the House subcommittee was exactly 
as introduced, with no amendments The bill on the 
Senate floor, poised to go on the floor for a vote, had 
several amendments to it.

25 per cent. The NBA and the ABA a! the nine legislation 
was introduced, and still, do not share gate receipts The 
NBA has never shared gate receipts in the same manner 
the National Hockey League has never shared gate 
receipts. The ABA for one year, possibly two. had some 
form of gate sharing but reverted. We teel this is a busi- 
ness decision, not a legislative decision.

The 
two leagues had agreed in the original merger agreement 
pending legislation that there would be a payment of 
$1.2 million by each of the ABA tea»i>«. We feel this is 
very important and so does the ABA. 


franklin Uieuli, the owner who looks like he 


could play Sancho Pama and runs the Warriors 
with the self-indulgence 
of a Roman patron, 


signed Rahman-Haztard for virtually the same 
money he got in Buffalo, an added inducement 
being that Mrs. Rahman's home town is Oak- 
land, where the Warriors ttlay their games. 


"Another of the amendments said in effect that once a 


player played out his option, he was a free agent. The 
NBA has an option clause, a one-year option on a play- 
er's services. We feel this is very important for the 
stability of the sport and cannot agree with that amend- 
ment. 


Al Attles, the energetic coach who juggles all 


that high-priced talent /Barry makes 1250,000 
a year and Thurmond makes more than Rick}, 
feels that the Warriors for the first time can 
match up equally with any team in basketball. 


When Congress adjourns as it did prior to the election 


and a new Congress is formed the following January, 
all legislation that was offered to the old Congress and 
was not acted upon is negated; it no longer exists. In ef- 
fect, the merger situation is in limbo, in suspense, in 
status quo, whatever terminology you want to use. All 
merger legislation between the NBA and ABA will have 
to be reintroduced in new form, beginning with the new 
Congress. 


Nevertheless, despite the changes on the War- 


riors, the Los Angeles Lakers remain the best 
team in the West, if not the entire NBA, and 
proved it when they came from behind an 19-4 
deficit to defeat the Warriors in the Coliseum. 


"The NBA is prepared to go ahead seeking merger 


legislation in the same form it was 18 months ago when 
we introduced a bill that was -:actly the same as foot- 
ball's legislation bill."
